Of Board 


William King became chairman 
of the school committee after being 
elected to a second term on that 
board last week. 

School committee members 
made King their chairman at the 
first post-election meeting, last 
Thursday, after former chairman 
Dr. Richard Katz announced that 
he would not accept the chairman- 
ship a fourth year ‘‘because of 
pressures on my time, and because 
a fresh voice is always valuable.”’ 
He said the three years as head 
of the school committee had been 
‘exciting, enjoyable and educa- 
tional years for me.”’ 

The meeting marked the first 
official appearance of new member 
Dr. Francis Griggs, top winner in 
the school committee elections. 
The election put education firmly 
back in the hands of the men, with 
the defeat of Mrs. Virginia Cole 
after two terms. Thecommittee’s 
present makeup is one doctor, 
(Dr. Katz) two engineers teaching 
or administrating at college, 
(Chairman King and Dr. Griggs), 
an industry systems engineer, 
(Frank Hill) and a physical chem- 
ist (Dr. Daniel Frishman), who is 
head of a company. 

The sense of shifting scene in- 
cluded the news that Donald D. 
Dunn, director of physical educa- 
tion and athletics, would retire 
at the end of the school year. 
The school committee accepted 
with deep regret Dunn’s impending 
retirement after 36 years of ser- 
vice.

Dormitory 
Issue Again 


® Under Study 


The long battle to use the 
Parker House Inn on North Main 
street as a dormitory facility for 
Bryant-MclIntosh college of Law- 
rence continues. 

The selectmen, after a lengthy 
public hearing Tuesday night took 
the request of the college for a 
lodging house license, under ad- 
visement with a decision due at 
their next meeting, scheduled for 
Monday, March 22. 

Atty. Harold Morley, counsel for 
Bryant-MclIntosh, along with 
school officials, toldthe selectmen 
that the school had met all statu- 
tory requirements for dormitory 
use, and that all safety measures 
had been met. 

There are 67 male students 
boarding there now and 25 female 
students in an annex. 

The group is supervised by a 
resident director as well as other 
staff personnel on a ‘round-the- 
clock’ basis. 

There is no planned expansion 
of the facilities. The lease on 
the building by the college is for 
three to five years, while new 
college buildings and dormitories 
are built in Lawrence. 

Residents and abutters of the 
area, again protested use of the 
former Inn as acollege dormitory. 

Frank McArdle spoke at length, 
claiming current use of the build- 
ing is in defiance of the law, 
since the selectmen had refused 
to issue a permit last spring. 

There were comments about 
noise of the students and traffic

Warrant 


Voters grudgingly trudged 
through a major portion of the town 
budget at Monday’s opening session 
of town meeting, before adjourning 
to further discuss the contro- 
versial school budget at next 
Monday’s session. é 

With a combined regular and 
special warrant totalling 79 
articles, the 1,050 voters present 
Monday, in an economy frame of 
mind, managed to get only through 
83 items in the townbudget, before 
calling for a continuation to next 
Monday. 

The school department budget 
came under considerable discus- 
sion before adjournment at 11:15 
p.m. after almost each 
departmental request was ques- 
tioned by the voters. 

Bulldozer Out : 

A major victim of the apparent 
economy drive, was a new bull- 
dozer for the town’s sanitary 
disposal site, despite an appeal 
by Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade and Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin. 

McQuade explained that the 
present dozer was in need of 
repair and was at the end of a 
five year guarantee period. The 
undercarriage of the vehicle is 
in dire need of repair, due to 
the use of the vehicle at the 
dump. 

He also explained that work 
would be needed onthe carburator, 
as well as other items to keep the 
machine in working order. 

McQuade also pointed out that 
state health regulations dictate 
that if the machine is out of 
service a comparable piece of 
equipment would have to be rented 
at a minimum cost of $200 per 
day. 

Estimated cost of repairs was 
set at $15,000. A new machine 
with a five year guarantee and re- 
placement if out of service would 
be in the vicinity of $65,000. 


White Opposed 


Arguing against the purchase 
of a new dozer was Selectman 
Sidney P. White, who felt the town 
could go along with the same 
machine and the $15,000 repairs 
for another year. 

Agreeing with White was Select- 
man Milton Greenberg, who said 
he ‘‘was confused,’’ after hearing 
the various comments, He said he 
had only a week to study the budget 
and the varying comments led him 
to also oppose the new machine. 

A move was made to reduce the 
budget from $84,650 to $39,000 
and voters literally ‘‘bulldozed,’’

Schools 


Andover is an education oriented community, but the 
tenor of town meeting, at its opening session Monday night, 
indicates there is a changing attitude. 

The annual school budget, characteristically passed al- 
most without question in past years, has suddenly become 
the target of many voters. 

It was questioned Monday night and will be the subject of 
further debate when the meeting resumes next Monday. 

We mentioned, editorially a week ago, that the annual 
town election, with its sudden turn of events in electing a 
Merrimack College professor in his first try for public office, 
may have been indicative of the public’s feeling toward the 
cost of education here. 

Certainly Monday night, there was evidence that our 
supposition was correct. 

Among the most salient points brought out during the 
discussion, was the rate of unemployment, the number of 
engineers displaced by failure to obtain government con- 
tracts by local firms, the desire to remain residents of An- 
dover on an economical basis. 

Possibly the school department must examine its goals 
and ideals. 

A budgetary reduction could indeed be in order. 

Nobody would deny the providing of the best in educa- 
tion for Andover’s youngsters. 

But, in recent years, the school department has been 


Good Sign 


News arrives this week that the state Department of 
Public Works is planning repair of Route 93 in the spring. 

The news arrives a week after we had commented on the 
deplorable condition of the comparatively new, and heavily 
travelled expressway. 

That the state authorities have recognized the problems 
and are intending to do something about it, is encouraging. 

Now, if only the same state agency would take similar 
action on a section of Elm street, we would all be pleased. 

The road, from Washington Avenue to Wilson’s corner 
in North Andover, remains in terrible condition with its 
constantly repaired potholes. 

Following each storm a state truck comes by to replace 
the patch washed out, thus continuing the temporary re- 
pairs of the road. 

A thoroughly new surface is badly needed and long over- 
due. 

We would hope that some signs of permanent repairs 
would be forthcoming soon. 


Time 


Town meeting moved quite slowly Monday night, and if 
it is an indication of things to come in subsequent meetings, 
the town could be in trouble. 

Two particular articles are in need of attention prior to 
the scheduled March 20 session. 

Failure to act on the items would lead to compound pro- 
blems. 

Bids are being asked on both major projects. Contractors 
must be notified within 30 days of the town’s decision. 

Too, meetings must be held with bond counsel and the 
School Building Assistance commission within the 30 day 
period. 

There are those who feel that once the budget is adopted 
the meeting will move along rapidly. 

But indications are that several issues will evoke consi- 
derable debate, thus extending the meeting beyond the 
March 20 date. 

It would appear greater speed is required in the up- 
coming sessions if the time schedule is to be met. 

Anything less than handling the remaining items with dis- 
patch can only lead to jeopardizing two projects badly 
needed by the town. 


innovative, without determining if new systems, methods 


and programs are beneficial. 


As costs continue to soar, these programs are due 
thorough evaluation to see if the taxpayer is properly 


receiving a true dollar’s worth. 


School officials have publicly stated they are aware of 
the high cost of educating Andover students. 

The question which still remains to be answered, how- 
ever, is what is the return for this high per pupil cost? 

The Andover school budget is higher than that of sur- 
rounding communities, including Lawrence, with a higher 
pupil population than Andover, and Methuen, which is in an 


equal category. 


Possibly, Andover taxpayers are arising in revolt to the 


high educational costs. 


That remains to be seen Monday night when a school de- 
partment budget must be adopted. 

Of course the school committee can go to court to seek 
return of some funds cut from the budget, if this happens. 

Would they act in such a manner? 

We hardly think that an over-generous populace, as 
evidenced in past years, should have their judgment chal- 


lenged at this time. 


A year to be cognizant of the town’s economy, could 
give school authorities a chance to envision needs and dis- 
likes not based on utopian attitudes.

FinCom Scored On Addition 


Dr. Katz called the Finance 
Committee’s reasons for disap- 
proval of the high school addition 
‘‘absurd - totally removed from 
reality.’’ 

Dr. francis Griggs lived up to 
his campaign promises by ques- 
tioning the school budget, popula- 
tion projections and the need for 
new school construction - ‘‘At 
what point does overload tend to 
affect the educational program 
and the students?’’ 

A citizen set off a philosophical 
discussion by asking how you 
evaluate the town’s educational 
quality. The ‘‘old’’ committee- 
men and the superintendent hit 
citizen apathy. They asked new 
member Griggs for ideas on how 
to involve more than 11th hour 
citizen interest on program and 
budget matters that have been 
discussed in town school com- 
mittee meetings, PTA, educational 
town meetings and in the press. 

That was the first post-election 
school committee meeting. 

Dr. Katz said he could see the 
FinCom disapproving Article 71 
for the high school addition if 
educational specifications weren’t 
ready for town meeting, but that 


it was ridiculous to say, as the . 


FinCom stated, that the addition 
was not justified by need or by 
population increase, and to call 
for ‘‘several more years before 
consideration should be given to an 
addition.’’ Dr. Katz pointed out 
that the high school is already 
over capacity now, at 1243 stu- 
dents, that each incoming class 
is larger than the last, and that 
it takes ‘‘several more years’’ 
to build an addition after it is 
‘given consideration,’’ by voting 
planning funds. Asst. Supt. Vaughn 
Clapp said that on the basis of 
junior high population, the 1200- 
capacity high school will have 
1462 in three years - the earliest 
date that the addition could be 
ready. . 

Superintendent Dr. Seifert said 
that the addition Phase I of the 
secondary educational park, is 
aimed at relieving both the sec- 
ondary and elementary school 
overcrowding, since its 800 pupil 
spaces will allow the system to 
shift 6th graders up from elemen- 
tary schools to secondary facil- 
ities, and leave breathing space 
at each k-5 elementary school. 
No elementary school building 
would be necessary for at least 
ten years, Seifert said. 

Dr. Griggs challenged the popu- 
lation projection of 275-300 new 
pupils each year, and said present 
trends could change. Dr. Daniel 
Frishman_ said that annual 
increases in the last five years 
(227-381-283-273-303) just don’t 
reverse that suddenly - but main- 
tain, in the short run. ‘‘You just

can’t think down population, even 
if we’d like to.’”’ Superintendent 
Seifert pointed out that the admin- 
istration’s plan for the secondary 
education park has a wait-and-see 
point, to check the population 
trends, and have achoice of options 
to follow, but that the addition was a 
Phase I necessity even if trends 
changed in the next few years. 

If there is no school construction 
at all, double sessions will be 
necessary, and the administration 
said this would be scheduled for 
the most modern schools - Fan- 
croft and West Elementary - since 
the most modern facilities can 
deal with overcrowding better, and 
with less injury to program and 
pupil, than the older single-class- 
room and teacher arrangement. 
‘‘Why - because their capacities 
are understated?” Griggs wanted 
to know? ‘‘No, because you can 
add 15 pupils to a large 75 pupil 
space with three teachers, with 
less upset than you can by adding 
five new pupils to single class- 
rooms of 25, the administrators 
came back. Besides, youcan more 
economically give the three teach- 
ers help - a teacher’s aide .to 
spread over all three ‘‘classes.”’ 

Griggs stated that he felt that 
double sessions were the worst 
alternative to overcrowding. 

He asked about the ‘‘open 
campus’? system as an alterna- 
tive to relieve overcrowding, but 
Asst. Supt. Vaughn Clapp said 
that open campus did not really 
expand the pupil capacity of a 
school. Dr. Frishman interjected 
at this point; ‘I’m aot interested 
in open camous in order to get 
students out ofthe school.’’ Frish- 
man feels that the point is to 
have students following their own 
interests in various activities, in 
the school, when they are not in 
class. 

Superintendent Seifert and 
teacher representative Gerry 
Lake replied to Griggs’ query as 
to the point that overcrowding hurts 
the program and the student. Sei- 
fert stressed the importance at 
all levels of room to circulate. 

Lake said it has immediate ef- 
fects in a science lab, or a li- 
brary. He said that right now, 
people have to rush to the library, 
because there is just so much 
space to sit down and work, and 
its never enough. Some of his 
students don’t have lockers yet. 
It hinders an English or any dis- 
cussion class, Lake said, though 
when the teacher is lecturing, 
instead of discussing, a class can 
take more crowding with less 
harm. 

Dr. Katz laughed at one point in 
the discussions, about new build- 
ings and said that Dr. Griggs was 
asking the same question that Dr. 
frishman had asked when he first 
joined the committee. ‘‘What made 
you change?” Griggs asked. 
‘‘Realism,’’ said Frishman. ‘‘Edu- 


_ cation has a tremendous built-in 


inertia. There are alternatives 
to school construction, but there 
is tremendous inertia in the com- 
munity, among both parents and 
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teachers against new things, It 
takes education and time. You 
can’t move them all intwoyears.”’ 
An example the committee 
members gave -- the openconcept 
school, which some of the 
community is still calling ‘‘innova- 
tion’’ -- but is an idea 20 years 
old in this state, and was studied 
in other systems for several years 
before it was adopted in Andover.

Music To 
Our Sars

Although Paul Whiteman was 
billed as ‘‘King of Jazz,” this 
should not be taken too seriously 
in the musical sense. At best it 
can be said that he made use of 
semi-Jazz conceptions in his dance 
music. 

Whiteman drew very little from 
the Jazz language except some of 
its simpler improvisations, per- 
sonal expressions, counterpoint, 
and rhythmic subtlety of natural 
(traditional) Jazz. 

His friendly relationship, and 
steady employment of true Jazz 
musicians, such as Bix Beider- 
becke, Eddie Lang, Frank Trum- 
bauer, Jack Teagarden, the young 
Dorsey brothers, etc. was one of 
his major contrabutions to Jazz. 

Throughout the 1920s and into 
the ’30s, Paul Whiteman employed 
many Jazz musicians who found 
it necessary to play ‘‘pops’’ music 
because of its well paying oppor- 
tunities. 

In 1931 he launched a notable 
Jazz career when he made Mildred 
Bailey the first girl ever to sing 
regularly with a large band. 

His greatest musical achieve- 
ment was the premiere per- 
formance of George Gershwin’s 
‘‘Rhapsody in Blue’’ at the Aeolian 
Hall in New York City.

the proposed new machinery, on a 
voice vote. 

Greatest controversy of the night 
came on the $6,644,904 budget of 
the school department. 

The budget was explained by 
Supt. of Schools Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert. 

Following the explanation, 
William J. Coderre of Stinson 
Road, took the floor and with slides, 
showed Andover’s per pupil cost 
as being high. 

He also commented on the cost 
of enrichment programs. 

When Coderre commented on the 
severe unemployment problem in 
the area and of his own position 
as an engineer, with possible cut- 
backs in his occupation, a man 
hollered for him to stick to the 
school budget. 

To which a woman across the 
hall hollered back, ‘‘let him talk, 
he can’t pay it and I’ve been 
screaming about the same thing for 
20 years.”’ 

The speaker was quite vocal on 
the possible purchase of a $60,000 
computer. The school department 
has already hired a mantooperate 
the computer. Dr. Seifert ex- 
plained the man had been hired be- 
cause several school systems were 
seeking his services, 


Dr. Seifert said the computer

would be used for solving problems 
and setting up programs and could 
be used by both the town and the 
schools. 

He said the purpose of obtaining 
the computer was due to ‘‘look- 
ing at-.educating kids in the 80s 
not just the 70s.’’ 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Dr. Albert J. Greenberg also spoke 
on the computer item favoring such 
a purchase. 

Coderre estimated that the 
school budget could be reduced 
by $117,300 by examining the over- 
all budget. . 

Among some of the items sug- 
gested was the $60,000 computer, 
the $14,300 salary for the man 
to run it, as well as some $43,000 
in school bus transportation. 

There was no opportunity to 
vote on the budgetary requests, 
since a move was made to ad- 
journ. Thus the school budget 
will be the first item considered 
when the session reconvenes next 
Monday. 

In addition to the school budget, 
there are about 20 additional items 
remaining in the overall budget 
to be acted upon. 

Salary increases were approved 
for the selectmen and town 
manager. 

Selectman Roger W. Collins 
spoke in favor of the increase for 
the selectmen. The salaries were 
approved at $800 for eachmember 
and $1,000 for the chairman. The 
vote on the matter was 379-245. 
Selectmen Sidney P. White and 
Milton Greenberg stood in oppo- 
sition. E 

The town manager received an 
increase in salary of $2,500. 

Selectman Sidney P. White felt 
the increase was justified in view 
of the work performed by Austin 
and also noted that the administra- 
tor was sixth ranked in salary 
locally, three school prinicpals, 
an assistant superintendent and a 
superintendent of schools all 
making more money than the 
manager. 

With the town manager off the 
stage, the voters approved the 
matter, 474 to 419,
